On ONA Land Transfer

Youth Corps Go Beyond 
“Make Work’ in Area 


By Jon Thompson 


Stopping bank erosion on a famous trout stream or set- 
ting up a museum in a state park are two of several Michigan 
Youth Corps projects in the area that can hardly be labeled 
“make work.” 

“Onur crews are doing work that needs to be done,’”’ says 
United States Dept. of Agriculture District Conservationist 
Thomas Cogger who is helping supervise eight youths work- 
ing in Crawford County. “‘It’s work our agency and others 
don’t have the money or people right now to do. It’s not ‘make 
work’ like some people thought it would be.” 

Some of the most visible projects the conservation crews 
have been working on are at five road ends and a pull-over on 
the AuSable River. Erosion was contributing quite a lot of 
sand to the stream bed at Burton’s, Louie’s, Keystone, Then- 
dara, and Brack Hill Rd. as well as the pull-over located 
before Headquarter’s Rd. campgrounds. 

The crew, consisting of seven men and one woman, have 
installed a plastic material that allows moisture to pass 
through and then placed four to eighteen inch field stone on 
top. They fill in gullies this way and perform other land- 
scaping to prevent further erosion. Cogger says in some of 
the places grass will grow over the work restoring a natural 
look in a few years. Until then he says the most problems at 
the sites will come from vandals throwing rocks into the river 
or driving over the work. 

Governor Blanchard recently toured some of youth corps 
projects throughout Michigan and said there may be another 
summer program next year. Cogger would be one area per- 
son happy to have more young workers again. 

‘*We had a good crew working with us and there’s enough 
work in the county to last a lifetime. We just scratched the 
surface.” 


The Crawford County Board of Com- 
missioners is attempting to set up a meeting 
at the new Camp Grayling armory in Sep- 
tember for military, DNR, and local officials 
to discuss a proposed land transfer of range 
lands. 

The military wants the DNR to transfer up 
to 75,000 acres of its land in Crawford and Ot- 
sego County to the military. The military 
already uses the lend with DNR approval and 
they want title to the land to allow fencing of 
dangerous impact areas and to eliminate law- 
suits against both the DNR and military. 

Some local officials, however, are concern- 
ed about the transfer of the land and want a 
meeting with both government bodies. 

“‘A lot of residents in Lovells Township are 
worried about what the military will do with 
the land if they gained control of all of it,”’ 
Lovells Supervisor Fred Schaibly said. 

“Right now they say they just want to fence 
off the impact areas, but what happens five or 
ten years down the road if they decide to fence 
all the land? That would cut off Lovells from 
the snowmobile and ORV trails. 

‘We don’t want to keep the military out, but 


outdoor recreation up here and we need to 
keep the area open,” says Schaibly who at- 


tended a DNR Commission meeting in July 


and a Lansing meeting between DNR and the 
military concerning the transfer. 

County commissioners originally opposed 
any transfer because of a loss of tax monies 
and a possible reduction in forest land 
available for the wood industry. The military 
reportedly will make up the loss of tax 
revenues and currently available land will 
remain open for DNR forest management. 

Another worry of severa! Lovells residents, 


however, is the right the military will obtain Ei 


to condemn some private land. 

‘They say they would never use the right to 
condernn but it still scares a few property 
owners,” Schaibly says. 

Military spokesmen say the transfer of title 
of some of the land is part of a plan to upgrade 
the safety of range areas and keep the general 
public away from dangerous impact areas. 
Governor Blanchard earlier this year ap- 
proved $420,000 for fencing around the impact 
areas. The fencing is expected to be built this 
fall.

Working here with the young conservation crew were the 
DNR, local soil district, and the Crawford County Rd.

Down at the North Higgins Lake State Park along the 
southern portion of Crawford County a pair of youth corps 
workers set up a museum called a “‘cone barn,” 

The cone barn was actually used at the park from 1923 to 
1964 to separate seeds from pine cones. It was part of pine 
plantation operation that sent out as many as 20 million tree 
seedlings a year throughout the state and other places. 


Bobbi Palmer, 19, of Higgins Lake, and Jeff Raymond, 
19, of Houghton Lake, along with volunteer worker Nancy 
Bresette organized display cases showing all the steps of the 
operation. The finished museum includes photographs, a 
taped program synchronized with flashing lights over the dis- 
play being discussed, and tools that were used at the cone 
barn and in the field planting seeds. 

The project was originally started by Park manager 
Bernie Williams five years ago but budget cuts slowed its 
progress. 

Ten other youth corps workers at the park have been 
planting trees, building interpretive signs, and building 
display cases along with general maintenance work. 

At Crawford County’s other state park, Hartwick Pines, 
a crew of eight youth corps workers have also been restoring 
and building interpretive signs, maintaining grounds, and 
have been improving the Mertz Grade trail. 

Throughout the county about 50 youth corps workers 
were hired for the summer.

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Citing a parallel with the Library 
of Congress, Attorney General 
Frank Kelley ruled the operation by 
the Legislature of the State Library 
does not violate the separation of 
powers provision of the state con- 
stitution. _ 

Kelley, in a recent letter opinion to 
superintendent of public Instruction 
Phillip Runkel, said the state con- 
stitution does not specifically assign 
the power to operate a state library 
within a particular branch of govern- 
ment. 

The library had been operated by 
the Department of Education until 
March 30 when the legislation ap- 
proved by the governor officiallly 
transferred the operations to the 
Legislature. 

On March 3, the state Supreme 
Court declined a governor’s request 
to rule on the constitutionality of 
the transfer, saying it would be an 
inapprepriate cxercise. 

Kelley observed that the Library 
- of Congress has been part of the 
Legislative branch since 1800 and 
has not been found to violate 
separation of powers principles. 

Senate Majority Leader William 
Faust (D-Westland}, sponsor of the 
Library transfer legislation, often 
cited the Library of Congress as his 
model. 

“While the functions and ad- 
ministration of the Library of 
Congress are not identical to those 
of the Library of Michigan, there is 
still a clear similarity between the 
types of functions to be performed 
and the purpose of the libraries,” 
Kelley said. 

Both the state Departments of 
Education and Management and 
Budget opposed the transfer, saying 
it was unconstitutional for the 
Legislature to administer a program 
it created.

The state library is administered 
by the legislative Council in consul- 
tation with a nine member library 
board which has not yet been ap- 
pointed by the governor, 

The council is responsible for 
naming a director and has begun 
advertising for the position, which 
has been vacant since an April 
retirement of the previous director, 

The Library of Congress is run by 
a librarian appointed by the 
President with the advice and con- 
sent of the U.S. Senate. 

A Department of Education 
spokesman said the Kelley opinion 
puts the dispute over the transfer to 
rest. 

Kelley Intervenes in 
Detroit Edison Rate Case 

Kelley also recently announced he 
had intervened in the Detroit 
Edison Company request for a $968 
million electric rate increase. 

The attorney general called the 
rate request ‘‘unreasonable and ex- 
cessive’ charging that cause a 48 
percent increase in rates over the 
average rates of 1982 when coupled 
with the fact that the company 
wants to put both the Fermi II 
Nuclear Generating Plant and the 
Belle River Generating Plants in the 
rate case, 

Kelley, in a statement filed with 
the Public Service Commission, pre- 
dicted approximately $900 million 
of the company’s total rate increase 
is predicted upon additional costs 
arising from the commercial opera- 
tion of the nuclear plants. 

He labelled the plants as being 
“‘unneeded, uneconomic and ex- 
cessively costly’’ while customers 
would receive no significant benefit 
as a result of the commercial opera- 
tion of such plants. 

Kelley added any such rate in- 
crease would hurt the state’s chan- 
ces of any economic recovery.

Board of Commissioners 


Regular Meeting — June 30, 1983 
(synopsis) 

Meeting was called to order at 9:40 a.m. by Chairperson Kit- 
chen. 

Commissioners; Kitchen, Harland, Neilson, Welser, Joyce - 
present. Mattis and Miller - absent. 

Clerk Wieland - present. 

Several guests were present at various times throughout the 
meeting. 

Invocation by Harland. 

Acceptance of the minutes of the 6-14-83 meeting was 
delayed at this time. 

Claims, vouchers, and per diem - An update of Civil Defense 
plans were reviewed with the Director and action taken to ap- 
prove payment of his salary for May in the amount of $260.00. 

Information from the Treasurer's Office indicated the Fish 
Hatchery Fund has enough money to cover the bills approved in 
the amount of $312.58 including the temporary night security 
guards, workman compensation, and lability coverage. Action 
to pay the security guards on a bi-weekly basis for the duration 
of their service was also granted. 

A plaque in honor of Sister Mary Hilda upon her retirement 
as Mercy Hospital’s Chief Administrator was presented on 
behalf of the Board. 

Communications were acknowledged and reviewed. 

The resignation of Mike Delp from the Fish Hatchery Com- 
mittee was accepted with regret. A letter of appreciation for his 
time and service will be submitted. 

Consensus of the Board was to have Mattis vote affirmative 
on HR 1036 - Community Renewal Employment Act of 1983. 

HR 2780 - General Revenue Sharing was reviewed. Depart- 
ment Heads will be advised to consider reduction of said funds 
over the next few years, 

Treasurer Wakeley stated this understanding of HB 4063 as 
presently written, would make a mandatory sale of 10% each 
year of tax-reverted lands over the next five years. An inventory 
should be taken and isolated property could be disposed of in- 
stead of a mandatory 10%. Action was taken to support Antrim 
County’s resolution opposing HB 4063 as it is written, and in- 
dicate our position could be changed if the property were selec- 
ted carefully so as to retain parks and dispose of isolated parcels. 

Blanche Miller was authorized to attend the Mich. Municipal 
Risk Management Authority’s 3rd Annual Meeting if deemed 
beneficial in administering our program. 

Kitchen informed the Board of correspondence she received 
from Otsego County Chairman Yuill relative to meeting to 
discuss NEMCOG, NEMSCA, and Manpower scheduled for 
July 29 in Atlanta requesting attendance of Commissioners not 
directly involved with any of the entities. Neilson volunteered to 
attend said meeting with Kitchen. 

The schedule of Military Receptions was received. One ticket 
in the amount of $30.00 for representation from the Board at 
said receptions was purchased. 

Committee reports: 

Roads & Bridges - Some pot holes have been fixed and resur- 
facing is underway at this time. 

Soil Conservation Service - The May minutes were reviewed 
noting 245 landowners were assisted to date in various pro- 
grams. 

Resolutions - The resolution from Oceana County in support 
of HB 4690 relative to allowing counties to charge inmates for 
cost of their incarceration based on ability to pay was reviewed. 
The Sheriff's recommendation was accepted and a resolution in 
support of HB 4590 was adopted. 

Arenac County's resolution supporting HB 4367 which 
would eliminate the only secure detention and treatment for 
juveniles for rural counties was supported. 

Bldg. & Personnel - Bruce Jones, Building and Zoning Direc- 
tor, informed the Board of the increase in work load in his Dept. 
and inquired of the possibility of additional part time help. The 
Committee referred him to Fred Stanley of the COOR Co-op pro- 
gram to see if there might be some assistance available. 

Mattis gave a brief resume of the agreement with the local 
union in placing additional staff on duty, whether on the payroll 
or through other programs. 

Dept. of Social Service - Highlights of the May meeting were 
reviewed. The administrative structure was pointed out. PIC has 
not been approved as yet. The Department ia looking for another 
representative. Liability Insurance on Board Members was also 
discussed. The need for a portable dictaphone for personnel in- 
volved with’ child abuse is imperative. New state and federal 
flags are being requested. 

Mich. Northern Counties - The entire Association supported 
Mattis as their delegate for re-election to the MAC Board of 
Directors. The EDC and new Friend of the Court. acts wera 
reviewed, Additional county appropriations may be necessary 
under this act. 

MAC Mental Health - The 1983-84 Platform continues to 
oppose the transfer of clients to Ypsilanti instead of Traverse 
City. 

Labor - The Teamsters Contract has not been finalized yet. 

Dist. Health - Some contamination of a well was noted. A law 
suit over a drain field has been initiated. The 1982 Annual 
Report for the District was distributed and reviewed. The 
amount of money spent in environmental health was discussed. 
The Financial Status Report through May was also reviewed. 
Jurisdiction over campers on private, state, and federal property 
was discussed and will be pursued further. Expansion of the 
District te include Osceola County in order to obtain grant funds 
for a part time nurse is being considered, Shared use of the Sani- 
tarian between Kalkaska and Crawford Counties was suggested 
to hold or cut costs. 

Sheriff's Report - Copies of the Crawford County Sheriff 
Department Activities for May and the February Inspection 
Report of the jail by the Michigan Department of Corrections 
were distributed Written answer to the report must be filed by 
August 1. Many inquiries and comments were made relative to 
the report, Some corrections or changes have already been made. 
Cost on incarceration of female inmates and juveniles was 
reviewed. A plan for renovation must be developed soon. 

The grass has been cut around the Animal Control Shelter. 
The Michigan Youth Corp program will be utilized. Discussion 
on the repair of the lawn mower, purchase of & new one, and 
feasibility of rentals was briefly held. Kitchen instructed Finan- 
ce Committee to obtain the cost of a new mower. 

Brief discussion was held on the recent mock disaster, fine 
cooperation, and jab well done by persons involved. 

Treasurer’s Report - Treasurer Wakeley informed the Board 
that the Fish Hatchery Fuid has sufficient money to cover their 
bills at thie time. 

The Airport proposal recently adopted is for two-full time 
employees, however: four full-time employees hava been working 
since the first of the year. Minutes of the Transportation 
Authority Board meatings will be requested and placed on file. 

Maple Forest Township submitted the money to cover the 
Drain Orders, which have since been paid. Transfer of funds to 
the Landfill has been completed to cover our share of the repair 
bills on the equipment. 

The bond delivery of the tax notes has also been completed. 

A proposal is being drafted to re-finance the county debt to 
be in compliance with state statues. If jail renovations are going 
to be considered, the cost should be included in the proposal. 

The April and May receipts and expenditures are in process, 
March needs some adjustment, and June is being compiled for 
submission to SWB per Finance Chairman Joyce's request. for 
an update to review the budget. 

The Investments Resolution adopted refers to various types 
of investments, however; commercial paper was not included. 
Interest rates are now much higher and a revision to the 
resolution will be submitted for consideration, 

Clerk's Report - A bulletin beard for posting notices by each 
entrance instead of taping them to the windows was approved. 
The Annual Register of Deeds Conference is scheduled July 10- 
13 in Marquette. A request to allow Deputy Jorgenson attend on 
behalf of the Clerk/Register was granted. 

Authorization for re-arrangement of the shelving in the law 
library to better facilitate shelving available was also granted. 

The drum on the copy machine needs to be replaced. Pur- 
chase of a new drum for the Canon Copier at a cost of $3375.00 
was authorized. 

A request for a shield for the window in the Secretary of 
States’ Office and a door stop were also granted. 

Other Business 

Harland informed the Board that waiver of the 30 day 
review peried has been requested by the Grayling ‘Township 
Planning Commission on the re-zoning of property on M-72 
West, east of Ole Dam Party Store from Residential to Commer- 
cial. Said waiver waa granted as requested. Kitchen reported on 
a meeting on the Grayling Recreation Authority held on 6-29 to 
review the status of the Rasmus Hanson Recreation Area, the 
proposed 1983-84 budget, indebtness, and future of the park. In- 
surance is a major cost, approximately $4,000.00 in fire and 
liability. Miller informed her that he felt the Authority could be 
covered under the County's self-insurance program. Said issue 
was referred to Finance Committee for review. Other issues 
reviewed included: over-all recreation, extension of the lease, 


availability of grants, status of the museum building, future 
funding, and plans to co-ordinate all recreation in the county. 
Chairperson Kitchen and Sheriff White made a presentation of 
length of service pins to the following Department Employees: 
Jean Callewaert, E.B. Goodwin, Dean Goss, Chuck Haas, 
Warren Hatfield, Pat Hettinger, Mike Johnson, Marge Mathew, 
Gail Parker, Jimmy Parker, Charlie Ryan, and Sheriff White.
